Can’t Persuade Va. Kids To Give Up Integration 

Parents of four Negro children slated to enter the 
Stratford Jr. High School in Arlington in February 
(they would be the first Negro students and could 
cause the school to close) turned down an invita- 
tion to meet with Virginia Congressman Joel Broy- 
hill, JET learned. 

Rep. Broyhill, a pro-segregationist, declaring that 
“a closed school doesn’t do any good” admitted that 
“T’d like to talk with them on the chance it might 
do some good.” Rebuffed on his invitation, the law- 
maker was urged to confer with NAACP lawyer 
Frank Reeves. 

Informed sources indicated that the Congressman 
was interested in “persuading the children’”’ to give 
up their attempt to enroll and cause the first closing 
of a school in the city, which is just across the Poto- 
mac River from the nation’s capital. However, since 
the Federal court ordered the students admitted to 
the school, the families have refused to compromise. 
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Atlanta Jaycees Protest KKK Building Plan 

Protesting approved plans for the erection of a Ku 
Klux Klan headquarters building in Atlanta, the Lake- 
wood Junior Chamber of Commerce, representing the area 
of the construction site, cited the history of lawlessness 
and terrorism of previous Klan groups. James M. Hale, 
JCC chairman, said his organization was calling on other 
civic groups for help to fight construction of the proposed 
building. 


Fire Fla. Negro Cop For False Shooting Report 

Charged with “intentionally falsifying an official police 
report,” Negro Patrolman Edwin L. Wade, 40, was dis- 
missed from the Palm Beach, Fla., police force following 
an investigation into his shooting a prowler, Arthur L. 
Freeman, 22. Wade’s report that he was driving by the 
Green’s Grill when the owner summoned him to catch 
Freeman, was contradicted by the sworn testimony of 
three witnesses claiming that Wade played poker in the 
upstairs portion of the restaurant at the time Freeman 
allegedly broke in. 


High Court To Hear N. C. Vote Registration Suit 

A suit, contending that several sections of the U. S. Con- 
stitution are violated by the blanket requirement that 
North Carolina registrants must be able to read and write 
any section of the state constitution, was accepted for ar- 
gument before the U. S. Supreme Court. The suit, filed by 
Mrs. Louise Lassiter of Northampton County, N. C., is also 
on the docket of a three-judge Federal court in Raleigh. 


Bogus Masons Ordered To Cease Operation In Ky. 

A bogus Masonic organization, known as the Interna- 
tional Free and Accepted Modern Masons, was ordered by 
a Frankfort, Ky., court to stop its operation, following a 
complaint by the state’s Prince Hall Masons. The bogus 
group, which reportedly operated an insurance racket, 
was told to stop using rituals, names, or emblems that 
were being used by the Prince Hall Masons. Amos T. Hall, 
grand master of Prince Hall, said suits in other states 
against organizations claiming to be Masons would follow.

Shreveport Rejects Negro Woman’s Land Donation 

An offer by a Shreveport, La., Negro woman to deed a 
lot to the City Recreation Dept. if the city will supply 
playground equipment, was “regretfully” rejected because 
the lot was not within city limits. Mrs. Eunice Brooks, who 
went into debt to purchase the lot, explained she had 
“a desire to work toward a project I could give my people.” 


High Court Says Memphis Bus Case Must Be Heard 

The U. S. Supreme Court declared that Memphis post- 
man, O. Z. Evers, who challenged Tennessee bus and street- 
car segregation, has a right to have his case heard. A 
three-judge court had previously thrown out his suit on 
grounds he boarded a bus solely for the purpose of start- 
ing a suit. Evers subsequently sued Memphis city officials. 
Tenn. Judge Rejects Kasper’s Bid For New Trial 

A request by racist John Kasper for a new trial, fol- 
lowing his conviction last month of inciting to riot dur- 
ing Nashville school integration in 1957, was rejected by 
Criminal Court Judge Homer Weimar. Kasper had 
charged two jurors were prejudiced against him. 








Daisy Bates Says Ark. Red Probe Missed Faubus 

Mrs. Daisy Bates, state president of the Arkansas con- 
ference of the NAACP, said she regarded the subversive 
hearing in Little Rock as a “smear session” which failed 
to mention Gov. Orval Faubus’ leftwing past. When testi- 
mony dwelled on the now defunct Commonwealth College, 
near Mena, listed as “subversive and Communist” by the 
U. S. attorney-general, Mrs. Bates said they listed all the 
professors and students who attended except Faubus, one- 
time president of the Student Council. “It is ironic that 
witnesses can get protection, but victims of threats and 
violence can’t,” Mrs. Bates said, adding that the investi- 
gating committee failed to mention FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover’s clean bill of health given the NAACP in one of 
the chapters of his book, Masters Of Deceit.

William R. Ming after he made 
reservations at the Southmoor Hotel, then was refused ac- 
commodations upon his arrival.

The Negro-owned Safe Bus, Inc., a 32-year old Winston- 
Salem bus company, carries three million passengers a 
year on an integrated seating basis, and is prospering, 
according to the January issue of Ebony Magazine. The 
Negro firm is state’s third largest transportation firm.

itation. Actually, it invalidated the law on technical 
grounds that it was so ambiguously worded that inter- 
racial couples would have to be related before they could 
be convicted of cohabitation. 

Since under the law, white Mrs. Mary Rose, 36, wife of 
a well-to-do Laurel, Miss., businessman, received a 15- 
month prison term last April for cohabiting with her 
Negro handyman, Joe Scott, 46, the court also threw out 
her conviction. This opened the way for Scott, also im- 
prisoned for 15 months, to file for his freedom. 

Meanwhile, the recent five-year prison sentence of 
Pontotoc, Miss., Negro, David L. Souter, 21, accused of 
having sexual relations with a white woman just minutes 
before her husband beat her to death, was subject to 
review. The white man, Howard Pritchard, and his wife 
met Souter (a stranger) carrying a jug of moonshine one 
night last October. The three sat down to drink and 
Pritchard gave his wife permission to be intimate with 
Souter, then had a change of heart. He received a 20- 
year sentence for manslaughter.

The Eisenhower Administration has started an all-out 
campaign to register Negro voters, the Louisiana Citizens 
Council newsletter charged. The “Councilor” said the 
administration “turned loose on the South its infamous 
Civil Rights Commission with instructions to make it pos- 
sible all over the South to register the Negro.” 


*Frisco District Atty. Gets High Post 

San Francisco deputy district attorney, Cecil F. Poole, 
was appointed secretary in charge of clemency and extra- 
dition for the State of California, after recently-appointed 
Los Angeles Atty. Loren Miller declined the $15,000-a-year 
post. Atty. Miller, a weekly newspaper publisher, said 
moving to Sacramento, the state capital, would cause him 
great financial sacrifice. 


U. S. Judge Refuses To Dismiss Ga. Bus Bias Suit 

A second request by city and state attorneys in Atlanta 
for dismissal of a bus segregation suit filed by two Negro 
ministers, was rejected by U.S. District Court Judge Frank 
A. Hooper, who said the court must hear evidence before 
the merits of the case can be decided. 
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Peanut Almost Fatal To Memphis Child 

Admitted limp to a Memphis hospital, with his skin 
blue from lack of air, a five-year-old boy was saved from 
death when surgeons removed a peanut from his wind- 
pipe. Samuel Washington Jr., was in a satisfactory con- 
dition after physicians at Frank T. Tobey Children’s Hos- 
pital cut an opening in the child’s windpipe so he could 
breathe, then removed the peanut with a bronchoscope. 
The doctors explained that once a foreign body gets into 
the windpipe of a small child, chances of his coughing 
it up are “extremely remote.” 


Ala. Gov. Proclaims George Washington Carver Day 

Alabama will observe George Washington Carver Day 
on January 5, according to a proclamation issued in Mont- 
gomery by Gov. James E. Folsom. In his proclamation, 
Folsom declared “On Jan. 5, 1943, George Washington Car- 
ver died and the whole world mourned his passing. He 
had devoted his life to helping his fellowmen and his ac- 
complishments were many.”

Fired Memphis Teacher Asks Court To Restore Job 

A Memphis schoolteacher who was dismissed because 
she was arrested on charges of committing a disorderly 
act and operating a disorderly house, asked the Chancery 
Court to restore her to duty and grant her back pay since 
July 28. Miss Lauretta C. Whitehead, who earned $473 a 
month after teaching 12 years, said she was arrested be- 
cause police found her in a room equipped for giving mas- 
sages. A licensed masseuse, Miss Whitehead said a default 
judgment was rendered when she didn’t appear in court. 


Cites Parents’ Right To Spurn Jim Crow Schools 
A Harlem (N. Y.) School Board’s neglect charges against 
the parents of two Negro pupils for keeping them out of 
school, were dismissed by Justice Justine Wiser Polier. In 
her decision, Justice Polier said the defendants had sound 
grounds for their action and that they have “the con- 
stitutionally guaranteed right to elect no education for 
their children rather than to subject them to discrim- 
inatorily inferior education.”

5 Negro Families Sue For Tampa School Integration 

Five Negro families filed suit in the Federal Court at 
Tampa, Fla., aimed at breaking segregation in Hills- 
borough County white schools by next September. For- 
mer State NAACP counsel Atty. Francisco A. Rodriguez 
filed a class suit, the city’s first, which would affect all 
other Negro children. The suit seeks to enjoin the school 
board from the practice of segregation and asks a de- 
claratory decree which would order the School Board to 
begin some program of integration. 


Tuskegee Institute Receives $40,752 Science Grant 

A $40,752 grant for a summer institute in radiation biol- 
ogy at Tuskegee (Ala.) Institute was approved by the 
Atomic Energy Commission, and the National Science 
Foundation. Some 20 high school teachers are expected to 
take the specialized training which begins June 8. 
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Unidentified student dashes to safety with his property. 

Mystery Blaze Hits Wilberforce U. Dorm 

A fire of unknown origin caused an estimated $100,000 
damage at Emery Hall boys dormitory on the Wilberforce 
(Ohio) University campus. During the fire, a student, Don 
Maness, 19, escaped by jumping from a third-floor pent- 
house to a first-floor landing. Maness, whose foot was 
injured in the jump, credited his reading of how para- 
troopers roll after landing with saving him from greater 
injury. The blaze was brought under control by fire fight- 
ers from surrounding communities, including Central 
State College. An investigation into the causes of the fire 
was scheduled by County fire authorities. 
Atlanta Teachers See Disaster In School Closing 

Without once mentioning integration, 73 members of 
the faculty of Agnes Scott College (for white women) in 
Atlanta, signed a statement declaring that closing the 
public schools would be a “major disaster” to the South, 
would hamper the economy of the area, and drive “gifted 
young people” to other parts of the U. S. The college is 
a private Presbyterian church-related institution. Added 
the signers (97 per cent of the faculty), substituting pri- 
vate schools would be “haphazard at best.”

Barefooted 19-year-old Yotham Muleya, first African 
ever permitted to run in a track meet of the Southern 
Rhodesian Athletic Assoc., defeated British distance star 
Gordon Pirie in Salisbury by 100 yards, after being ex- 
cluded when white competitors were presented to the 
governor. Meet chairman, white supremacist William Du- 
Boise, whose decision to ban Muleya was overruled, said 
after the race: “He may be black, but by God he’s a 
Rhodesian.” 


S. Africans Battle Juvenile Delinquency With Cane 
Twenty juvenile delinquents were hospitalized with 
lacerations in the South African native township of East 
London as a result of public cane thrashings—the adult 
natives’ method of dealing with juvenile delinquency.

The National Football League this 

year is racking up its seventh consecu- 

tive attendance record, with nearly 3,000,000 fans 

past the turnstiles for 72 games. The money figures 

aren’t in yet, but Commissioner Bert Bell tells me 
that dollar-wise, the NFL will set new records, too. 

One of the reasons, according to Commission- 
er Bell, is the ruling against home television. 
Unlike in baseball, a football follower can see 
the pros play only if he goes out to the park. 
The other alternative, though somewhat incon- 
venient, is to find a distant city over 100 miles 
away from the game and watch the play on TV. 
But most fans don’t take the trouble. Besides, 
it costs more than the $4 or $5 ticket anyway. 

As usual, the Los Angeles Rams top the attend- 
ance standings with about a 415,000 total. They’re 
up almost 40,000. Down at the bottom of the NFL 
roster are the faltering Chicago Cardinals, with un- 
der 100,000. You can blame some of that of course 
on the fact that Chicago’s a two-team town. 

Bell believes that the draft rule is another rea- 
son for skyrocketing pro football attendance. 
Without tight control of the college crops, the 
pro game would suffer at the box office as has 
baseball. “The draft keeps the teams even,” Bell 
says, “so that any time you go to a game there’s 
almost always a contest.” And it’s true. In the 
Eastern division, for example, the championship 
wasn’t settled until a post-season playoff be- 
tween the Browns and the Giants. Who could’ve 
predicted a thriller like the December 14th 
Giants-Brown game.

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THE FIGHTER WHO KO’D LOUISIANA’S JIM CROW LAW 


JOE DORSEY’S BIGGEST FIGHT 


“T never thought I’d 
be a fighter,” confided 
23-year-old Joe (Papa) 
Dorsey as he flailed a 
punching bag in a 
New Orleans gym last 
week. “I was always 
the scary type.” But 
Joe had boxed since 
age 11, professionally 
since age 17. Before 
his bouts he would 
doze in his dressing 
room to forget the 
coming ordeal, walk 
the last frightening 
steps to the ring, then 
clobber his opponents 
like he owned them. 

Joe not only won 20

needs more fights for title go. bouts (16 by knock- 
outs), he also earned ranking (in 1955) as the nation’s 
eighth best light-heavyweight. Still he was a promise un- 
fulfilled—partially because he could not get enough fights 
(he once trained two years without a bout). And he could 
not get enough fights in New Orleans because he is a 
Negro. 

So Joe had to fight his biggest battle outside the ring. 
His suit in a three-judge federal court recently knocked 
out a 1956 law forbidding sports competition between 
whites and Negroes. The law was passed “to preserve 
peace and good order,” claimed state officials. 

It brought chaos to New Orleans instead. Because 
Negroes were barred from the local Southern Assoc. base- 
ball team (Pelicans), it was boycotted almost out of ex-

istence when 50,000 Negroes stayed away from the park 
last year. The Jim Crow law put salt in the famed, mid- 
winter Sugar Bowl, since its sponsors could only invite 
lily-white (and second-rate) athletic teams. 

“The law did not hurt us so much in terms of money, as 
it did in terms of our national prestige,” said Claude 
(Monk) Simons, president of the Mid-Winter Sports Assoc., 
which sponsors the Sugar Bowl. “I’m pleased that it was 
wiped off the books, but a lot of schools will still turn us 
down because another law requires segregated seating.” 

Meanwhile, the other statute hampered local colleges 
before it was killed. Loyola’s basketball coach, Hank 
Huzma, revealed he could have scheduled some of the 
nation’s outstanding cagers, but: “Whenever we wrote to 
one of those teams about a game, the first question asked 
was whether their one or two colored boys would be al- 
lowed to play.”

gross gates: $137,943.50) when lightweight titleholder Joe 
Brown, a local boy, was forced to defend his crown against 
fellow hometowner Ralph Dupas and Kenny Lane in 
Houston, Texas. And the race law was especially damag- 
ing to Joe, contended his attorneys, Louis Berry and Israel 
M. Augustine Jr. They argued it violated the 14th Amend- 
ment by depriving him of his livelihood. Reduced his year- 
ly earnings to about $600 when pairings with white fight- 
ers would have netted at least $10,000. 


“Papa” Dorsey had five good reasons why he needed to 
earn more money—his sons Dwight, Gregory, Mervin, 
Stephen and Evelyn, his 23-year-old wife. His fights only 
earned an occasional $100. His two jobs as a night club 
janitor were only bringing in $45 a week. “There were 
times when I didn’t have money to buy food for my fam- 
ily,” Joe lamented. “I’d have to borrow from my manager 
(William Kron) or my mother.”

But Joe has an education of a more profound sort. Mar- 
ried eight years, he declares he has never “fooled around 
with another woman,” does not smoke or drink, has never 
been jailed. Still, he feels like a prisoner in the rundown, 
five-room house he rents for $48 a month. 

“Sometimes you want to run away,” he said. “You get 
tired always fixing things around somebody else’s house, 
but you’re afraid if you ask them they’ll put you out. You 
get tired worrying if the rats will eat up your kids. You 
get tired killing termites all the time. If I could just get 
a few good fights under my belt .. . if I could just make 
enough money to buy a home... If I could just put my 
family in a decent home, I wouldn’t mind fixing things. 
I'm a good man with my hands.” Now that Joe’s hands 
are no longer tied by Louisiana law, he may yet get his 
big break.
